Approximately 500 miners were 
out of work Saturday morning as 
the mines ceased production opera- 
tions, and maintained only mainten- 
ance crews. 

Mayor John W. Fry said that re- 
presentations were being prepared 
for submission to Ottawa author- 
ities, and that they would be wired 
through later Saturday. He said 
that the closing of the mines was 
a most serious blow to Edmonton's 
economy. 

City Commissioner R. J. Gibb 
said there was approximately 18,- 
000 tons of coal on hand at the 
power plant. He added that 
sources of coal supply had been 
examined, and he is confident 
other supply sources will be open- 
ed up for the power plant and 
other civic facilities using coal,

OTTAWA, April 1.--(CP)—-Howard Green (P.C., Van- 
couver South) said yesterday in the Commons that Muni- 
tions Minister Howe had displayed “vindictiveness” towards a 
private air line in his recent statement of civil aviation policy.

in the domestic field for the 
Trans-Canada air lines, operated 
by the Canadian National Rail- 
ways, for privately-owned feeder 
lines and for pioneering services 
to new areas. 


The minister proposed to “smash” | 


Canadian Pacific air lines, by hay- 
ing railways divest themselves of 
air lines after the war, he continu- 
ed. The minister had shown him- 
self “vindictive” towards Canadian 
Pacific air lines and a government 


policy on civil aviation should not 


be based on “spite.” 


MAIN BUSINESS 

The civil aviation policy, outlined 
by Mr. Howe in a recent statement 
to the house, was the main business 
of yesterday's afternoon sitting. 

At 6 p.m. the commoners went 
to the senate chamber where they 
heard assent given to bills by 
Chief Justice T. Rinfret of the 
Supreme court, acting for the 
Governor-General. 

After this ceremony the commons 
adjourned for the Easter recess. The 
members will reassemble on April 
17. 

T. L. Church (P.C., Toronto- 
Broadview) said that the Canadian 
Pacific Railway company had made 
a great contribution to the empire 
“On land, sea and in the air.” 


QUESTIONS DECISION 


He said he questioned the de- 
cision to require the company to 
sell its aviation holdings.

When 
the bonds of Canadian Vickers 
were first offered to the public, 
the Royal Securities Corporation 
was one of a number of financial 
houses which distributed these 
bonds. Otherwise the company has 
not had any connection with either 
the financing or the management 
of Vickers, 

“Further, | may state categoric- 
ally that Mr. Symington was not 
consulted about the placing of 
the DC-4 contract, nor had he 
any knowledge of the intention of 
this department with regard to 
the placing of the contract until 
the contract had actually been 
placed.” 

As for the charge that Canadian 
Vickers had passed out of British 
hands, Mr. Howe said that of the 
19,000 preferred shares, Canadians 
hold 13,614, United States citizens 
hold 413, Newfoundland citizens 
hold 35, English residents hold 83, 
and Bermuda residents hold 35.

Whatever the court-martial proceed-

A Spring Cleaning Job 


Now that spring is here, or soon to 
arrive, what about making plans to give 
Edmonton's pavements and sidewalks a 
thorough washing-down throughout the 
whole business area? The cost would not 
be heavy, and the good results many and 
well worth the outlay. 

The alternative is to leave this matter 
to nature and the sprinkling carts. That 
has been done in past years, and they do 
not do the job. Heavy rains are not to be 
expected for several weeks, sometime 
along in May. The sprinklers only half- 
drench the roadways and do not even wet 
the sidewalks. The combination is just not 
good enough. 

During the winter tons of sand and 
ashes have been dumped on the streets, to 
give traction in slippery conditions, That 
was done in past winters—and in the en- 
suing early months of summer the sand 
and ashes blew up in clouds with every 
breeze that came along. Why subject our- 
selves again to these dust storms when we 
don't have to? 

A couple of men with a length of old 
fire hose can thoroughly wash down a 
roadway and the adjacent sidewalks for 
many blocks in the course of a night, send- 
ing the accumulated sand and ashes into 
the catch basins, Why not put a half dozen 
such teams on the job as soon as frostless 
nights arrive, and give Edmonton people 
the new and gratifying experience of clean 
pavements and sidewalks in the early sum- 
mer?

A Welcome Home 


The War Services Council of Northern 
Alberta has passed a resolution urging 
upon the city council the early formulation 
of a city beautification plan, including the 
Macdonald hotel park project, and has 
named a committee to further this aim. 
The War Services Council takes the view 
that the beautification and improvement of 
Edmonton falls within its interests because 
no finer welcome home could be given to 
the men and women in the services than a 
clean, bright, and lovely city to which they 
may return. 

This commendable action indicates still 
another powerful and legitimate argument 
for immediate action on the Macdonald 
hotel park, to begin with; and on a long- 
term plan for the beautification of this 
community unit by unit and year by year. 

That other western cities are mindful of 
their responsibilities in this regard is 
shown by the action of Vancouver, which 
has engaged Harland Bartholomew and 
Associates to revise their original town 
plan, formulated for Vancouver nearly 
twenty years ago, The Bartholomew town 
planners are being brought back into Van- 
couver at an initial cost of $20,000, part of 
which is being subscribed by merchants and 
the rest by the park board and the city. 

If Vancouver is willing to pay $20,000 
for advice on beautification, surely Edmon- 
ton, with one of the most beautiful natural 
sites in Canada, should be willing a great 
deal more for the actual achievement of it. 

The planned beautification of Edmonton 
would make a wonderful welcome for the 
boys who come back. It would make a 
wonderful memorial for those who won't 
come back,

Between Two Fires 


In capturing Cernauti, capital of the 
disputed province of Bukovina, the Russ- 
ians cleared the Axis forces out of the ter- 
ritory which Hitler presented to Austria— 
at Russia’s expense—in 1940, Bukowina 
lies on the southern slope of the Carpath- 
jans. In seizing both Carnauti and Kolo- 
myia—beyond the mountains—Red forces 
also got control of the Tatar Pass, through 
which runs the most direct railway be- 
tween the Rumanian capital and Nazi-held 
Poland, 

The satellite state is thus cut off from 
Germany save by secondary routes 
through Hungary. Its position is compar- 
able to that of Finland, at the other end of 
the badly bent eastern front. Two of its 
provinces are gone, and are not likely to 
come back since they formerly belonged to 
Russia, Civil government has been replaced 
by Nazi military rule, and the power to 
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choose for peace or war thus taken out of 
Rumanian hands. About the only prospect 
for its unhappy people is that the carnage 
and destruction which swept the Ukraine 
last summer will be re-enacted in Rumania 
in the summer to come. 

By well-timed surrender the Rumanians 
might have opened the way for the Russ- 
ians to roll clear across their country to the 
Hungarian border, leaving them a chance 
to cultivate their farms in the rear of the 
fighting line. It is too late for that now; the 
Nazis are all over the place and in control 
everywhere beyond the range of the Russ- 
ian guns. The signs are that Rumania is to 
become what Italy already is—a battle- 
ground where Hitler's armies will fight to 
hold the enemy back from the sacrosanct 
soil of Germany. 


R.A.F. and R.C.A.F. bombing squad- 
rons sustained their heaviest loss of the 
war in the raid on Nurnberg—ninety-six 
planes, and about 700 men killed or captur- 
ed. The raiders ran into the greatest swarm 
of night fighters they have yet encounter- 
ed, The significance is that Nurnberg is— 
or was——a place very much worth bomb- 
ing. The luftweffe no longer spends its 
depleted strength defending centres or 
works of second-rate importance.

Editor, Bulletin; May I suggest 
that the brilliant, up to date, and 
decent minded H. G. Swanson who 
writes in your paper that the U.S. 
5.R. is a democracy, be immedi- 
ately appointed professor of soci- 
ology. 

As lecturer on sociology he will 
amaze the world in teaching that 
the most radical, dictatorial form 
of government in modern times is 
falsely called by sociologists of 
every brand a_ dictatorship and 
should be called a democracy. 

When Wendell Willkie returned 
from his tour of Soviet Russia, he 
stressed the fact that while great 
progress is being made in Russia 
in many ways the government is 
still totalitarian. 

Mr. Joseph E, Davies, former 
U.S. Ambassador to Russia in his 
book “Mission to Moscow,” says on 
page 427 “Both Germany and Sov- 
iet Russia are totalitarian states. 
Both are realistic. Both are strong 
and ruthless in their methods.” On 
page 452 he states “From what I 
have seen in Russia and Europe, I 
am more than ever grateful for our 
form of government. It is the best 
on earth. It affords the greatest de- 
gree of protection to the property 
and life of the indivdual, even as 
against the state itself. It guaran- 
tees the maximum of civil and re- 
ligious liberty, It provides equal 
economic opportunity to every man 
and woman and offers rewards ac- 
cording to the achievements and 
abilities of each in all the fields of 
human thought and action, It is 
based on the concepts of the Chris- 
tian religion. Fundamentally, the 
government is not the master but 
the servant of the people.” He fur- 
ther states “It is the last best hope 
for liberty and freedom in a 
threatened world.” 

Certainly Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. 
Churchill realize that. their re- 
spective countries need the con- 
tinued co-operation of Russia until 
this war has been brought to a suc- 
cessful end, and indeed post-war 
co-operation with Russia and every 
other nation if we are to have a 
just and lasting peace. However, I 
challenge Mr. Swanson to prove 
that Roosevelt ever said that Russia 
is a democracy. 

Perhaps there are Catholic 
priests fighting with Tito’s forces 
as indeed, any Canadian would 
fight side by side with Tim Buck 
in an effort to repel any invaders, 
but that would not make very many 
of us agree with him in polities 
or religion, nor give us any desire 
to live under a dictatorship of his 
making in a Soviet Canada. 

That the Vatican has aided Hit- 
ler in France , Italy or Germany is 
of course too ridiculous a charge 
to bother about, most of the daily 
papers of good repute in Canada 
and the United States have already 
refuted and labeled as false these 
charges, 

Indeed Mr, Swanson is right 
when he says that there can be 
no tolerance of those who want a 
third world war, and may I add no 
tolerance of those who want a civil 
war,

Exemptions 

Editor, Bulletin: It may be news 
to many that the income tax ¢xemp- 
tion of $168 per child we hear about 
includes the savings portion so that 
the actual allowance is really only 
$54 per year. 

If it weren't for the payroll de- 
ductions the taxpayers would have 
been in for a further surprise as 
there seems to be a nigger in the 
wood pile. The tax for a married 
man is figured on income over $660 
and apparently exemptions for de- 
pendents are reduced by other fac- 
tors as we find that up to $1,300 in- 
come the rate with one child is the 
same as for the childless, $31 fixed 
and $31 savings, and it is not until 
an income of $1,566 is reached that 
the exemption amounts to the full 
$54. With three children an in- 
come ¢. $1,866 is required in order 
to benefit by the full $54 for each 
child. 

Instead of $108 as we though, the 
chart shows outright allowances for 
each child to be much less on the 
lower incomes:

General de Gaulle does not rant 
and he does not accuse any of the 
Allies. But he does express the re- 
gret that “the conditions in which 
this committee is placed do not 
permit it to have in relations with 
other great powers a hearing pro- 
portionate to its sacred obliga- 
tions.” (To France and French sov- 
ereignty). “The result is that in re- 
gard to great political and stra- 
tegical problems presented by the 
war France is absent... a fact of 
which the nation and her friends 
are profoundly conscious.” 

* * * 


General de Gaulle’s speech was 
made a week after Washington cor- 
respondents had reported that the 
president and secretary of state had 
decided to turn the administration 
of France over to General Eisen- 
hower. General de Gaulle stated in 
his speech that Washington and 
London had been advised of the 
committee’s plans. Apparently 
these plans have been rejected. Mr, 
Hull explained last week that we 
did not intend to deal with Vichy 
authorities, and that collaboration 
with the de Gaulle commitee is not 
excluded. If we dq not deal with 
Vichy, however, there is no other 
organized French authority with 
whom we can deal, and the case of 
General Giraud ought to teach us 
that we are unable to improvise a 
stable authority. 

Without one an army of occupa- 
tion becomes just that. The Italian 
experience ought to teach us the 
difficulties that attend such an 
army without an anti-Fascist gov- 
ernment commanding authority. 

Without a central French author- 
ity there will be chaos in France, 
We are advised by our leaders, in- 
cluding Mr. Churchill, that invasion 
is approaching. The indications are 
that we are politically unprepared 
for it, and that, indeed, we are in 
conflict with the only organized, 
pro-Ally political authority.

April fooling became common in 
England in the 18th century, and 


was introduced into America by 
the colonists. In mod Scotland, 
April foolers are led April 


gowks, which means cuckoo. Ameri- 
can zoos and aquariums usually dis- 
connect their phones on April 
Fool's Day; they get so tired of get- 
ting calls for Mr. Camel or Mr, 
Fish! 

The name April is thought to be 
derived from the Latin word mean- 
ing to open, and so to reflect the 
opening of the spring season. 

April has engaged the attention 
of many poets, too: “The April's in 
her eyes; it is love's spring,” wrote 
Shakespeare. From Browning 
comes that today - twice - poignant 
line, “Oh, to be in England, now 
that April's here!”

PEOPLE SUPPORT HITLER 


2—The German people are col- 
lectively responsible for their Nazi 
government because, in 1932, in two 
free and secret elections they voted 
the Nazis in as the strongest party. 
Hitler's nomination as chancellor 
was the consequence of the legally 
expressed will of the people. More- 
over, for seven years, the German 
people backed the armament for 
this war, and now, for more than 
four years, they have willingly fol- 
lowed Hitler in his war of con- 
quest and suppression, without the 
least attempt at opposition, This 
fact proves the responsibility of 
fifteen million German soldiers, i.e. 
half the German manpower. The 
records show that not only Nazis, 
but all sorts and conditions of 
soldiers have committed war crimés. 

3—Written laws or judicial subtle- 
ties are not enough reason for pun- 
ishing those vesponsible for the 
atrocities committed. Trials of war 
criminals are justified by the moral 
indignation that every healthy- 
minded individual feels when he 
reads or hears accounts of the mon- 
strosities that have been done. In 
this case, I deem it a sign of weak- 
ness to shrink from the word 
“retaliation”. 

We are not in favor of the “eye 
for an eye, tooth for a tooth” 
atonement of the Old Testament; 
we don’t want to punish physical- 
ly millions of men. But all of 
those men who, with their own 
hands, have returned to the war 
customs of the Huns and Vandals 
must be punished regardless of 

whether they did it with satistic 
enjoyment or with secret disgust. 
Every German soldier who has 
committed atrocities represents 
his culpable nation. An example 
is the shooting of innocent host- 
ages in retaliation for anonymous 
rebellion in the nations the Ger- 
mans have suppressed. 

Who shall be judge? As the inter- 
national courts of Geneva and The 
Hague have no authority, a new 
court must be created in which all 
Allied nations, and perhaps some 
neutrals, are represented. Only 
some of its members should be 
jurists. When this court will have 
worked out the general principles 
for the impending war trials, the 
individual eriminals should be 
judged by the nations who were 
their victims. 


BAR GERMAN JUDGES 
German judges should not be 
allowed to co-operate in any way. 
After the last war, the German Re- 
public shamefully deceived the 
/ Allies in its trials of war criminals. 
The Treaty of Versailles, in 
Article 228, recognized “the right of 
the Allied and Associated Powers 
to bring before military tribunals 
persons accused of having commit- 
ted acts in violation of the laws and 
customs of war.” Also: “Such per- 
sons shall, if found guilty, be sent- 
enced to punishment laid down by 
law. This provision will apply not- 


withstanding any proceedings or 
prosecution before a tribunal in 
Germany or the territory of the 
Allies.” 


Shortly afterwards, a special com- 
mission drew up a list of thirty- 
two war crimes, beginning with 
“massacres” and ending with “poi- 
soned wells”. 

But soon the noble old Anglo- 
Saxon idea of fair play began to 
gain ground against Versailles. 
The victors were more inclined 


to spare the poor Germans than 
to claim atonement for the dam- 
ages done, In Washington, Con- 
gressmen declared that there 
existed no laws against war 
crimes and that the unwritten 
laws of humanity were too weak 
a basis for retaliation. 

The Royal Houses of Europe— all 
of which were related to one an- 
other—even those on the side of 
the Allies, all united to prevent the 
extradition of the Kaiser, and sec- 
retly ade known to the Dutch 
Government that a refusal of the 
Dutch authorities to deliver the 
royal refugee would be agreeable 
to the great powers. 

The new German Republican 
Government promised the victor- 
jous Allies a trial of the guilty gen- 
erals, in the form of a parliament- 
ary inquiry. I was present at this 
trial in the Reichstag in December, 
1919, and have described it in my 
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umph, by some hundred young pat- 
riots on horseback. 

The whole German people de- 
fended the war criminals. Socialists 
and democrats, then in power, back- 
ed the government when it refused 
to deliver any war criminal to the 
Allies. The victors, sick of war and 
partly motivated by humanitarian 
ideas, stuck to their policy of fair 
play although they saw the’ other 
side was cheating. As they still be- 
lieved that justice existed in Ger- 
many they accepted the proposal 
of the Superior Court at Leipzig to 
have the war criminals tried at 
home, 

Half of the list was cut down. 
Only a list of 896 names were sent 
to Leipzig. The Superior Court 
soon declared that, of these 896, 
only seven were to be prosecuted. 


Two of them were not available, 
as their addresses were “not 
known”. Two vere condemned for 
having torpedoed a hospital ship 
and having shot 234 men in the 
lifeboats of that ship. These crim- 
inals were allow ‘to escape from | 
their prison after some days. In 
the end, the only man punished 
was a captain who got six months 
in jail. 

After these experiences, no Ger- 
man court—not even an anti-Nazi! 
one—can be trusted to prosecute} 
the war criminals of today.

“Not only that but Bausch and 
Lomb, for example, the sole Ameri 
can producer of optical equipment 
of all kinds, was required by the 
cartel to report all of its sales of 
military stores to its carte] partner 
-Carl Zeiss (of Germany)—speci 
fying quantities, prices and specifi 
cations,” he said. “This continued

A formal hearing of her case by

She said she became “very an- 
gry” at the manner in which she 
was interviewed about the matter 
by the principal and the superin- 
tendent, and that she felt the cor- 
rect procedure would have been 
for them to interview the persons 
involved separately. 

In view of her good record of 
long standing at the school, Miss 
Embree declared she felt she 
should have further consideration 
and a chance to state her case more 
fully.

HEADQUARTERS SOMEWHERE 
IN ENGLAND, April 1—(CP)— 
Prime Minister Churchill dashed 
through an inspection of this elite 
armored outfit yesterday, clamber- 
ing into tanks and aggressively 
poking about amid the armor as- 
sembled here. 

His famous square hat jammed 
firmly on his head, his enormous 
cigar tilted belligerently upward 
and his manner determined, he} 
spoke to the famous troop unit in | 
terms of challenge and faith, 

He radiated confidence and 
seemed particularly cheerful over 
the tanks in this outfit—some new 
British types and some American. 

The prime minister helped him- 
self over the steep sides of a 
half-tractor and into the bows of 
a tank in which he took a sharp 
and rough practice run—and 
looked more fit than at any time 
since his winter illness. 

Mr. Churchill inspected some of 
the finest troops under the British 
banners and pecred down reflec- 
tively at them all as he rode slow- 
ly by on his half-tractor. He asked 
a dozen or more penetrating ques- 
tions and turned away at last, wav- 
ing as he left.

danger. 

* One has to accept this period 
with humor. One cannot “beat” 
the child into an appreciation of 
the values we put upon house- 
hold objects. One cannot per- 
sistently prevent him from get- 
ting acquainted with them. The 
first method makes for a mean, 
incorrigible child, the other for a 
frustrated individual given to 
temper tantrums. 

Even at 2, we can do something 
to prevent the parent from be- 
coming a nervous wreck. First is 
the playpen which may be useful 
until the child is able to climb out 
of it. Then some portion of the 
home or porch or yard should 
be set aside for the child’s play 
place. Outside there should be 
playthings of all types, boxes or 
ladders on which to climb, @ 
swing and sand in which to pud- 
die, Inside the house one may 
concentrate on the construction 
toys with which to build up and 
tear down, the riding toys and 
the cuddly ones such as dolls or 
large, fabric animals. 


If the child has a room it should 
have a secure gate which can be 
tied as well as locked, so that in- 
side the room he is safe and the 


parent able to go about her work 
without misgivings as to the ex- 
tent of his mischief when quiet. 

When he is freed to run through 
the house, small, breakable objects 
should be out of reach so the 
mother may concentrate on the 
larger objects which cannot be 
moved, She'll have her hands full 
with those. With the understanding 
that if everything a child touches is 
taboo, he soon grows heedless of 
our prohibitions, allow him the 
privilege of handling 
carefully, or when asked to do.so. 

If he can snap on the light, when 
it is needed, or open the refriger- 
ator door, when a dish is to be 
removed, or get a drink of water, or 
wash his own ands, or let out the 
bath water or dump the waste 
paper basket, or play with the 
kitchen pans, he is going to be 
respectful when we say, “No, that 
is something you can't play with.” 
Every child knows when we are 
reasonable and not just a furious 
tyrant intent on thwarting every 
move he makes. He'll reflect that 
reasonableness

MY DAY 


WASHINGTON.—Now that I am 
back in the United States, I would | 
like to sum up the impressions 


to the Caribbean and South Amer- | 
ica plus an excursion into the Pa- | 
cific. | 

My principal impression is of the | 
weariness that our men feel as they 
are kept waiting and watching for 
long, long periods, without the | 
stimulus or even the expectation | 
of quick action, The men want and 
probably need change. A rotation 
policy has been under discussion, 
which, if put in operation, would 
bring some of them home in regu- | 
lar order. 

First the difficulties of transpor- 
tation have to be recognized, but 
one does hope that some definite 
rotation policy may be established. 

In view of the tropical climates 
in which all these boys exist, and 
in view of the fact that it is hard 
to remain alert on a job which is 
purely a waiting and watching, life 
becomes exhausting. 

Seeing our men in the tropics 
has made me more conscious too 
of the loneliness and hardships in 
areas like Alaska, Newfoundland | 
and Iceland. The men in waiting 
and watching zones need more 
recreation, more athletic activity 
and more work than they would in 
a fighting area, 

So much for general impression. 

Our bases in the Caribbean are 
well established. The men are as 
comfortable as they can be under 
existing military and climatic con- 
ditions, They have two prime obli- 
gations, one to watch so that no en- 
emy airplane or submarine can get 
into the area undetected; two, to 
build up better relationships for 


on the mainland so we will have 
friends to help us meet our prob- 
| lems of the present and of the fu- 
ture, 

In this area there are grave eco- 
nomic questions which have never 
been considered jointly in the past 
by all the nations interested in the 
Caribbean. A commission has been 
|studying these problems and re- 
/cently a meeting has ben held for | 
the purpose of discussing our 
joint problems, Our military groups 
can help or hinder the working out 
lof these problems by their under- 
standing and their attitude  to- 
wards the people of these coun- 
tries.

A seed flat is useful in the Vic- | 
tory garden throughout the year. | 
In hot, dry summer weather it is 
often very difficult to obtain good 
germination from seeds of lettuce, 
endive, kohlrabi, and some others 
sown in the garden. 

This is as difficult in rainy 
weather as in dry, when the soil is 
somewhat heavy, because rains | 
compact the soil over the seed, the 
heat bakes it, and the seed sprouts 
cannot emerge. 

But a seed flat can be filled with 
sandy loam, placed in a shady spot, 
and easily kept moist, so that seeds 
will germinate as easily as in the 
spring. By allowing the plants to 
reach a good size in the flat, they | 
can usually be transplanted to the} 
garden with small loss, and your 
second and third crops proceed to 
grow on schedule, 

Many gardeners feel that it is | 
easier to transplant lettuce and) 
endive from a flat to the garden 
row, than it is fo thin out the row, 
when the seed is sown in the open. 
By sowing your flat a week or two 
before the previous crop is exhaust- 
ed, no time is lost in spite of the

|midsummer, some method of auto- 


matic watering is ideal, since other- 
wise it is necessary to soak the flat 
daily, or even twice a day. The 
wick-watering method gives excel- 
lent results when the flat is placed 


jabove a pan sufficiently large to 


supply water for two or three days. 
The wick, which may be a piece of 
clothes line, passing through a hole 
in the bottom of the flat, has its 
top frayed and imbedded in the soil 
which fills the box; and its bottom 
drops into a pan below the box, 
which is kept full of water. 

As long as there is water in the 
pan below, the soil in the box will 
keep moist. By varying the height 
of the box above the pan, the de- 
gree of moisture may be controlled. 
When seeds have been sown, the 
hox may be set in a shady place 
until they germinate, and after- 
wards they can be given full sun or 
partial shade, according to the 
weather and time of year, which- 
ever may give the seeding plants 


the best conditions in which to 
develop.

A kitchen window is good, be- 
cause humidity is always greater 
there. If a pane of glass is kept over 
the box at night, moisture will be 
conserved; but always lift an edge 
of this cover during the day, for 
ventilation; wipe off moisture 
which condenses on it, and remove 
it entirely when the plants grow 
high enough to touch it. 

Watering must be thorough; soak 
the soil whenever it grows dry; and 
do this without washing the soil. 

Seed-boxes handled this way sel- 
dom suffer from “damping off,” 
which is a fungous disease that kills 
little plants. But if you do have this 
trouble, then disinfectants can be 
obtained which will minimize it. 

Being constantly under observa- 
tion the seed box enables the ama- 
teur to learn at first hand the way 
seedlings grow, and the conditions
